Jmportnnce Of Midwife

travail from early Esyptlan times 
until about two hundred years ago,

Tn annotincing the i 
topic r,r debate, 'T;i>.solved That the 
freedom of the press i.s no longer justi- 
fied," the Dehatin^r Union Kxecutive 
wishes to make it clear that it has 
been In no way influenced by the opin- 
ions of one W, Fv. Hearst Jr., a regular 
contributor to the Daily. The debate 
for the IJovey Shield will take place 
this afternoon iit .'i.flO r'..\r. in the 
.\ru.slc rtoom of the McGill tjnion. 

As Judges for this first major debat- 
ing activity, the Executive has obtain- 
ed three men, prominent In local pub- 
lic speaking circles. They are Prof. 
Robert Geor?i>, instructor ot Oral Eng- 
lish at tlio Cniversity, I'Cenneth Baker, 
veteran McGill det>ater and past Presi- 
dent of the Debating Union, and Alex. . 
Edml.son, graduate in Law at ifcGill, 
and a. member ot .soma of the univers- 
ity's most famous debating teams In- 
cluding; i\if. one that represented Mc- 
Gill at ruerto ftico several years ago. 

fCuIcs Outlined 
I Tlte rules are as follows. Speeches 
I will be limited to five minutes. Speak- 
ers may uphold either side of the pro- 
! position. Contestants will not be per- 
mitted to hear the speeches ot those 
I preceding them. The manner in n-hich 
the speeches 'will be Judged does not 
I demand any previous experience in 
public speaking or debating. Speakers 
will be judged, not from the amount ot 
material presented, nor from the speci- 
i tic treatment accorded th< subject, but 
from, their general comprehension, of 
i the subject and- thelr delivenr»-' Tb«-'- 
Idea ot an impromptu and extempor- ' 
aneous contest is thus facilitated.

The winner's name wiU be engraved 
on the shield and he will be formally 
presented with it a: tlie opening Mock 
t'arliament to be held on Oct. 'J'J. The 
House "il! discuss the proposition.

Words of prnlsp arc futile— the hook Is nhovo 
mere criticism. Not that wc would Imply that It Is, 
Ilterarlly fpcaWnp, faultless, it Isn't. But when 
a hook can take Its wader, nnd grip him strongly 
fi-om the first paRw until the inst, and even then 
lea\-o him thinklnfr, it has pcronirllshoJ somethlngr — 
somefhinp worth moi-o than an empty panejOTlc, 

In the opinion ot the reviewer Mr. Hanloy has 
done a wonderful pleco of work. Jn this book, the 
second of a trllogj-, of which iho first was THE 
FURYS, he not only Introduces yow to hia chamclers, 
but makos you feel with them — love \vllh ihom — nnd 
hate with them. When you i-en<l of Mr.-i. Ilngner, 
the moneylender, you become part ot her — you aym- 
pnthlse with her because }"ou understand hw. When 
Mrs. Kury, the main character, is In the foreground, 
you llvo with hor. When Peter Fury loves his 
brother's wife, you fear for him — because you yotir- 
self are Peter Fury, 

The story Is of a secret loan made tjy Mrs. Fury 
to pay for her son's tuition at CoUego. The manner 
in which the loan spreads splderllke claws so as to 
overwhelm and engulf the entlr« family, form.s the 
VackpTound. Airalnst this background, In a sulillo 
rlH>- of light, and shadow, there moves across llio 
stafiro the Intimate life of the Fury family. 

Fanny Fury, the mother, Is a proud woman who 
wished to mould her children to- a pattern which she 
had set. She overwhelms them with lovo In their 
jouth, but as thoj' grow older they revolt aeralnst 
this tyranny ot love to assert their own individuality. 
One by one they leave lier, until she is loft with 
only Peter whom she desllnc.<; for tlio ministry. But 
Peter too revolts, opcnp wide ;ho flood-gates ot his 
repressions, and ends by bocori'.lii.t the lover of his 
brother's wife, Sholla, anr. f lnan>- committing; murder. 

All the Fur>'s are peoric oi spirit. They cannot 
live in harmony. Even Mr. Fury, a man of aixty, 
leaves home and sokh to f:?p l-ecnuse ho cannot tol- 
erate his own son, IVIli-. ;'e.<;inond, the other son, 
and the third purty i\: ;„>j Sliella-Petcr triangle, 
seems to be the only i uo. v!;,- V.t.ows what he wants. 
He, however, is an outcast, for, with true Fury 
spirit, he threw off his religion for his prlnlclplea. 

Those re£.der£ who are social reformers ' Will- find 
much to hold them. Mr. Haiiley has mirrored, not 
a small section of England, but an economic system. 
The background of poverty and nioneylending 
ag-a.iust which this powerful drama unfolds itself, 
is tho product of an age of economic instability. The 
author, ;in making this his background, has but fol- 
lowed the present state of affairs where money must 
playjso prominent a part in one's life. 

The '.•■aEedy consists, in. the opinion of the re- 
viewer, in ih\a. Inherited pride is constantly but- 
ting, like a senseless goat, against aii' economic brick 
wall. Its end is inevitable, the wall doesn't budge. 

The plot is 80 much a part of the unfolding of 
the characters, and so Integrated with it, that it 
would spoU the reader's enjoyment of the book if we 
sketched It. Ail we can suy lu that we enjoyed tho 
book immensely. We btlleve it cannot help but stir 
you too.

It Is a vast, strange panorama that Maurice Hln- 
dus presents to ii.-", In slightly different stylo than 
others o£ his bonks, such aa' BROKEN EARTH and 
HUMANITY UPUOOT^p^ibut far Superior to these. 
Aa a novel. It docs not assume considerable propor- 
Uons; as a record of the Soviets in their years of 
supreme crisis it is of really great Importance.

Bennett — The Cynosure 

ABiSOLD BENNETT AND HIS NOV- 
ELS— By J. B. Simons. 342 (ip. 193C. 
Oxford: Basil BlackweU, Publisher, 
$3.23. 

BENNETT, writer of numerous novels, 
a quantity of belles lettres, died in 
1031, an aging man and a supremely popular figure 
in modern literature. Since then some biographical 
material has been published, most of which has been 
contained in essays and reminiscences dealing with 
the personality rather than with the genius of the 
man. No study of tho proportion of Mr. Stmona' 
has been attempted, principally, one supposes, be- 
cause authorities have felt Incapable, so recently 
after Bennett's death, of attaining the required per- 
spective on his work. Mr. Simons, a lecturer at 
Portsmouth Municipal College, has felt ottiorwisc, 
and his treatise, on the whole, justifies his convic- 
tion. , - . . 

Bennett's success was built largely upon throe 
qualities which aro reflected throughout his work. 
Probably from hIa father, who, at tho age of thirty, 
decided to become a solicitor, ho inherited his optim- 
ism. This was his primary characteristic and was 
matched only by the profound Interest In everyday 
«vent and common people that enabled him to Imbue 
tho most ordlnaiy scone with life. Added to these 
was thfi Rift of Inalffht which was fundamental In hl.s 
vermillllty. Tlirough Its agency he creuteil a variety 
of (;lii.rii.;(..i'a, from "Um\ Ralngo" to "Samuel 
I'ovey" Willi tho verlHliiillltiidu of sympalhetlo un- 
dcrsluiidljig. Whatever elau Bennett acquired from 
Ilia wldo ruftdlng In Continental literature, tho-ic 
qualities formed llio liigrodlenta of hia art. Tlieuo 
chnractorlstlcs ho held in ooinmon with other great 
ruullulH from Chaucer In Tliaclicray. 

Mr. Hliiioiiti' ImjoU Is cuitfful to point out this fact. 
Itb jiuipimi! iu evidontly to illuiiilnate some of the 
rnulllfarloua sources on which Uennolt drow for llu< 
body of his work.
